On  behalf  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  it  is  again  my  privilege 
and  pleasure  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Hinckley  and  District 
Hospital  and  Nursing  Institute.  This  is  the  forty-second  Annual  Report, 
and  covers  the  year’s  work  to  the  31st  December,  1932. 

IN-PATIENTS.  The  number  of  In-Patients  admitted  to  our  Hospital 
during  the  year  was  448,  and,  compared  with  1931,  this  is  an  increase  of  59, 
and  practically  the  same  as  for  1930,  the  figures  being  : —

This  total  of  448  represents  229  Males,  219  Females,  includes  197  Children 
under  the  age  of  15  years  and  covers  53  accident  cases. 

MAINTENANCE.  The  Maintenance  received  by  these  448  In-Patients 
totalled  5,496  days,  giving  an  average  stay  in  Hospital  of  12 . 27  days  per  patient, 
as  against  an  average  of  10.8  days  for  1931. 

OPERATIONS.  The  number  of  operations  performed  during  the  year 
was  267,  as  compared  with  233  for  1931,  and  274  for  1930.  It  will  be  noticed 
that  here  again  there  is  an  increase  over  the  figures  for  1931. 

OUT-PATIENTS.  The  number  of  Out-Patients  who  visited  the 
Hospital  during  the  year  was  460,  as  compared  with  403  for  1931,  and  474  for 
1930,  and  the  number  of  visits  made  by  these  Out-Patients  was  3,081,  giving 
an  average  number  of  visits  per  patient  of  6.7,  as  against  6  for  1931,  and  7  for 
1930. 

X-RAY  SERVICE.  141  Patients  were  dealt  with  during  the  year,  as 
compared  with  100  for  1931,  and  133  for  1930. 

DISTRICT  NURSING.  During  the  year  the  District  Nurse  has  made 
6,571  visits,  the  number  of  Patients  visited  being  140.  This  gives  an  average 
*  number  of  visits  per  patient  of  47  and  an  average  number  of  visits  made  by 
the  District  Nurse  each  day  of  18,  giving  the  following  comparison  with  the 
two  previous  years  : —

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From  the  foregoing  statistics  it  would  appear  that  greater  use  has  been 
made  of  the  Hospital  facilities  during  the  past  year,  but  my  Committee  still 
feels  that  with  the  co-operation  of  all  parties  greater  progress  could  be  made 
towards  a  much  fuller  utilization  of  those  services.  People  from  Hinckley 
and  District  are  still  having  to  wait  long  periods  for  admission  to  the  Leicester 
Royal  Infirmary  for  operations,  and  my  Committee  feels  that  our  Hospital 
should  be  doing  much  more  than  at  present  to  reduce  the  demands  from  this 
District  upon  that  Institution  by  dealing  with  as  many  cases  as  possible  in  our 
own  Hospital. 

It  is  now  a  little  over  twelve  months  since  my  Committee  took  a  decisive 
step  in  appointing  an  Hon.  Surgeon  to  our  Hospital,  which  action  led  to  certain 
criticisms  at  the  last  Annual  General  Meeting.  In  connection  with  this 
appointment  I  have  to  report  that  40  Operations  have  been  performed  under  the 
scheme,  that  the  Hon.  Surgeon  has  made  230  visits  to  the  Hospital,  and  has 
been  consulted  by  81  Out-Patients.  In  regard  to  the  Operations,  three  of  these 
necessitated  complicated  X-Ray  investigation  which  was  carried  out  at  our 
Hospital,  and  in  four  cases  pathological  investigation  of  material  submitted 
was  carried  out  for  us  by  the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary  before  operation. 
Taking  into  consideration  all  the  circumstances,  and  the  extreme  difficulties 
under  which  this  scheme  has  been  operating  during  the  twelve  months,  my 
Committee  considers  that  the  results  have  more  than  justified  the  appointment. 
It  is,  however,  to  be  regretted  that  more  use  could  not  be  made  of  the  facilities 
offered,  due  to  questions  over  which  the  Committee  cannot  exercise  any  control. 
It  is  sincerely  hoped,  however,  that  the  day  will  arrive  in  the  not  too  distant 
future  when  the  existing  difficulties  will  be  removed,  to  the  benefit  of  everyone, 
and  particularly  those  Contributors  to  our  Hospital  requiring  surgical  treatment. 


Regarding  the  financial  side  of  the  year’s  work,  the  total  income  for  the 
year  amounted  to  £3,161  8s.  0d.,  as  compared  with  £3,107  14s.  9d.  for  1931, 
shewing  an  increase  of  £53  13s.  3d.,  and  in  achieving  this  result  all  Supporters 
of  the  Hospital  are  to  be  congratulated,  particularly  as  conditions  in  the  Town 
and  District  have  not  improved  since  the  last  Annual  General  Meeting.  It 
is  certainly  very  heartening  to  my  Committee  to  feel  that  our  Hospital  still  has 
the  enthusiastic  support  of  the  people  of  Hinckley  and  District.

While  the  Workpeople’s  Contributions  have  increased  by  £66  2s.  Od. 
and  Investment  Income  by  £108  15s.  2d.,  it  is  regretted  that  Subscriptions, 
Donations,  Voluntary  Gifts,  etc.,  have  fallen  by  £121  3s.  lid.  While  this  is 
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in  some  measure  due  to  a  slight  shrinkage  in  the  amounts  received  from  the 
various  local  organisations,  there  is  an  item  of  £47  in  the  accounts  for  1931, 
namely,  the  Ox  Roasting,  which  could  not  possibly  be  repeated  annually,  and 
must,  therefore,  be  treated  as  a  non-recurring  donation. 

The  total  Expenditure  amounted  to  £2,693  16s.  2d.,  an  increase  of 

£270  2s.  7d.,  which  increase  principally  comes  under  the  heading  of  “  Adminis¬ 
tration,”  and  was  anticipated  in  view  of  the  Honorarium  in  connection  with 
the  appointment  of  the  Hon.  Surgeon. 


The  final  result  is  an  excess  of  Income  over  Expenditure  of  £467  11s.  10d., 
as  compared  with  £684  Is.  2d.  for  the  previous  year,  so  that  in  spite  of  our 
increased  activities  during  the  past  year,  and  our  increased  obligations,  we  are 
still  able  to  more  than  balance  our  “  Budget,”  enabling  us  to  go  forward  with 
confidence  to  greater  things  in  the  future.

and  in  this  connection  I  should  like  to  make  a  passing  reference  to  the  late 
Mr.  C.  H.  P.  Pritchard,  whose  father,  the  late  Dr.  Pritchard,  was  one  of  the 
original  founders  of  our  Hospital.  Everyone  in  Hinckley  and  District  owes  a 
deep  debt  of  gratitude  to  Dr.  Pritchard,  and  this  debt  has  been  greatly  increased 
by  the  magnificent  bequest  made  to  our  Hospital  by  his  son,  who  has  just 
passed  away,  of  one-third  of  the  residue  of  his  Estate,  after  certain  annuities, 
etc.,  and  as  his  Estate  is  estimated  at  approximately  £20,000,  our  Hospital 
will  benefit  very  considerably  by  this  bequest. 


INVESTMENTS.  The  total  value  of  the  Hospital’s  Investments  last 
year  at  cost  was  £13,741  4s.  6d.,  which  during  the  past  year  has  been  increased 
by  the  sum  of  £1,273  6s.  6d.  to  £15,014  11s.  0d.  The  following  are  the 
Investments  which  have  been  made  during  the  year  : —

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There  is  also  the  £ 60  which  we  receive  each  year  from  the  Hinckley  Sunday 
School  Union,  and  further  an  item  of  £50  received  from  the  Hinckley  and 
District  Teachers.  There  are  many  smaller  events  entailing  personal  effort 
and  often  sacrifice  of  leisure  time,  from  which  the  Hospital  derives  financial 
benefit,  and  on  behalf  of  my  Committee  I  should  like  to  assure  everyone  asso¬ 
ciated  in  any  way  with  these  organisations,  and  also  those  who  support  them, 
of  our  grateful  appreciation. 

The  thanks  of  my  Committee,  and  the  thanks  of  all  Patients,  both  In- 
Patients  and  Out-Patients  are,  I  think,  due  to  our  Matron,  the  Hon.  Medical 
Staff  and  the  Hon.  Surgeon,  for  their  services  during  the  past  year,  and  my 
Committee  also  extends  to  Messrs.  Thomas  May  and  Company,  the  Hon. 
Auditors,  very  best  thanks  for  their  services. 

This  brings  me  to  the  end  of  the  Annual  Report  of  our  Hospital,  and, 
while  there  is  nothing  therein  of  a  spectacular  nature,  and  the  report  itself 
follows  a  set  style,  I  sincerely  trust  you  have  found  something  in  this  report 
to  stimulate  your  interest  in  the  work  of  our  Hospital. 

The  Report  clearly  indicates  a  steady  progress  and  a  satisfactory  position, 
but  my  Committee  would  like  to  see  still  greater  use  made  of  the  facilities  and 
services  offered  by  our  Hospital.  Hinckley  and  District  should  be  justly  proud 
of  possessing  such  a  modern  up-to-date  Hospital,  unhampered  by  debt,  and 
my  Committee  would  be  only  too  willing  to  extend  and  improve  upon  the 
existing  facilities  if  they  were  assured  that  such  a  step  were  justified  by  the 
demands  of  the  Supporters. 


Hinckley  is  a  town  of  growing  size  and  importance,  and  should  not, 
therefore,  continue  to  rely  upon  outside  Institutions  more  than  is  absolutely 
necessary,  as,  the  greater  the  number  of  cases  which  can  be  dealt  with  in  our 
own  Hospital,  the  greater  the  number  of  cases  it  will  allow  our  County  Hospital, 
the  Leicester  Royal  Infirmary,  to  deal  with  from  districts  not  enjoying  the 
hospital  facilities  possessed  by  us. 

My  Committee  would,  therefore,  ask  those  who  are  supporters  to  continue 
that  support,  to  those  who  are  not  supporters  my  Committee  invites  them  to 
become  Subscribers  or  Contributors,  so  that  if  the  necessity  for  Hospital  treat¬ 
ment  ever  arises  they  can  call  upon  their  own  Hospital,  for  those  services  which 
such  support  and  interest  has  made  possible.
